—a trip longer than he took in the 
United States—“since our country 
is bigger.” 


Hold Separate Meetings 


Both Khrushchev and President 
Eisenhower held separate strate­ 
gy conferences with their top ad­ 
visers during the morning to pre­ 
pare for their talks.
